Tbe buildings destroyedl 
Besides the car stables and silk factory] 
are a row of apartment houses on 54th 
street and the frame jbuildings on 53d 
street and on'Tenth avenue. The entire 
equip.: eut of the Belt line road is destroy- 
ed and the loss of ahe ccmpany will reach 
$300,000. Tbe other losses cannot be com- 
puted but the value of the other property 
destroyed will amount to as much more. 


When the Flre Broke Ont 


the entire stock of horses owned by the rail- 
road company, both sick and well, nearly 
1500 in all, were in theirstalls on the sec- 
ond and third floors of the building.

lease them so that they might be driven 
into the street but the rapid spread of the 
flames prevented this. The watchmen ran 
up the run way and in a few minutes' time 
they had released and driven .into the 
street about forty of the frightened ani- 
mals and then they were compelled to 
abandon the rest to their fate and fly for

THE CAPTAINS OF TBE INJURED STEAMERS 


i 
BEFORE THE BRITISH CONSUL. 


'Ijhe bowless White Star steamer Celtic 


was floated out of Handren & Robin's d -y 
dock, New York, Wednesday., to await the 
casting of .the new stem. The Britannic 
was put on) Thursday morning. The car- 
go of the latter has jbcen nearly all taken 
out and, in moving the swelled grain, two 
new holes, large enough for a man to 
crawl /through, were found down below 
the water-mark between the bilge and the 
keel. Mr. Handren, whose firm is doing 
the repairing, said that the work on the 
Britannic wasone of the most difficult jobs 
ever undertaken in that port. There are 
300 rivets, each 1^ inches thick, which 
have to be cut w th" a cold chisel and, as 
there are eighteen plates, some idea of the 
amount of work necessary before the re- 
pairing is commenced cau be gained. 
There was .a crowd around the pier all 
day, but only a favored few were allowed 
to go in and see the injured steamer, 'and 
all of them carried away a dirty iron rivet 
as a memento. 
! 


Since the collision there have been a 


great many theories i advanced as to just 
how the accident occurred, _aud under 
what impressions the two captains were 
laboring when the laccidcnt took place. 
Probably the only persons outside of the 
agtnt of the coinpjiny and the officers of 
the vessels who kno-.v anything about it 
are Hundren & Itbbiis, the shipbuilders, 
and they positively declined to say any- 
thing ibout It. Wednesday the officers of 
the steamships werfe before the British 
Consul and submitted to him plans of the 
positions of the ships and how they ap- 
peared In collision. The explanation was 
about as follows: The two steamers were 
approaching each other as though on 
parallel lines, the Britannic being about 
three hundred yards north of the Celtic. 
Had they kept their courses they would 
have' passed each other" in safety. The 
foghorns were first heard when, the ships 
•were about a mile distant from each other 
and the order on both vessels was given 
to go (tdcad slow," and at this speed they 
approached each, other. Capt. Irving, of 
the Celtic, when he Ili'st heard. the fog- 
horn, thought it was on his starboard bow, 
so he put his helm to starboard, thus hop- 
ing to clear. On the other hand, Cape. 
Perry heard the Celtic whistle and thought 
it was dead ahead, so lie followed the well- 
known rule of the sea, which says that 
when "two vessels are approaching each 
other head on, or in any position when u 
collision is likely to occur, the commander 
of each vessel shall order his rudder put 
hard-a-port." This throws the vessel to 
•starboard, and had Cnpt. Irving followed 
this rule the accident would have bedn 
avoided, dipt. Irving says, in excuse for 
not doing so that lie gave two whistles, 
indicating that he was going to starboard, 
and that Capt. IVrry should haVe under- 
stood the signal; but everybody knows 
that in-a dense fog, With the horns blow- 
ing, it ii practically iuipo-'sible to dis- 
tinguish signals. 
[ 


The courses ' of the two steamers were, 


then, the Britannic going to starboard nnd 
the Celtic going to jport, thus bringing 
both vessels together. 'Had their speed 
remained unchanged the Brittanic would 
probably have struck the Celtic amidships 
and sunk her, but when they got within 
a hundred yards or so of eaeh other the 
situation was seen and. Capt. Perry, with 
wonderful presence of mind, ordered full 
speed ahead, with his helm to port, and 
Capt. Irving, seeing the direction of the 
other ship, backed the Celtic at full speed. 
The steamers were tihen about a hundred 
yards from each other, with the Brittanie's 
bow pointing at the Celtic amidship on the 
starboard side. 
With full speed ahead she 


passed under the Celtic's bow and cleared 
her all but about, sixty feet, when the 
stern was thrown around by the course to 
starboard and the Brittanic's feide jammed 
up against the bow of the retreating Cel- 
tic.

THE TEMPERANCE QUESTION. 


Interesting Lecture by Mra. Mary A. Wood 
bridge. 


A good sized audience assembled last 


evening in the First Baptist church to 
listen to an address on uThe Relation of 
Conscience to the Drink System,'' by Mrs. 
Mary A. Woodbridge, of Ohio. 
Before 


the lecture a hymn was sung, the Scrip- 
ture was read by the pastor, and prayer 
was offered by Rev. Mr. Ilsley. 
Mrs. 


Woodbridge was then introduced by the 
pastor in a few pleasant wdrds, and began 
by referring to the times of> our 
fore- 


fathers when it was a common thing for 
everybody to drink, even the ministers, 
not considering it any disgrace, and hos- 
pitality 
demanded 
the 
oflering 
of 


liquor. In this period the habit of drink- 
ing was started and has been on the in- 
crease ever since. The efforts to abate the 
use of intoxicating drinks through all 
these years have been comparatively use- 
less and among all the complicated prob- 
lems of the age, this question of tjhe habit 
of drink holds a.most prominent position. 


The revenue reports showj that the sale 


of liquor is increasing and the only way to 
stop its use is in an awakened conscience 
which has too long been quiescent. 


The speaker instanced the esakuple of 


the words of William Lloyd Garrisjon rjng- 
ing over the land for the abolition of 
slavery, and how in spite of the greatest 
opposition his ideas were finally carried 
out and now slavery is a thing of the past. 
The same attempt is being made to awaken 
tie conscience in the m^-er of jtemper- 
ance.

Our forefathers died for this land and 


shall not this generation live to preserve 
it? The power of the ballot was set forth 
and the speaker thought that should it be 
given to women it would be cast for good 
and true men and women.
